9-year-old

BUDGET CUTS 



Higher ed seen as winner in budget debate

TOPEKA - Many legislators 
see higher education as a big win- 
ner in the latest debates over the 
next state budget, but their actions 
may not be enough to keep tuition 
at state universities from increas- 
ing later this year. 

The Senate expects to vote 
Tuesday and the House vote is ex- 
pected later this week on a pro- 
posed $13.4 billion budget for the 
state's 2010 fiscal year, which be- 



gins July 1. The fi- 
nal version was 
drafted by negoti- 
ators for the two 
chambers, and 
they backed away 
from cuts they had 
been considering 
in higher educa- 
tion funding. 

The budget negotiators also 
included federal economic stim- 
ulus dollars in the higher educa- 
tion system's budget. The pool of

state and stimulus dollars for fis- 
cal 2010 would be 1.3 percent 
higher than the funding under the 
current budget. 

But that small increase 
wouldn't make up for an earlier 
round of cuts on university, com- 
munity college and technical col- 
lege campuses. And Reggie Rob- 
inson, president and chief exec- 
utive officer for the state Board 
of Regents, noted that the stim- 
ulus dollars come with strings so 
some programs won't avoid fur- 



ther pain. 

The Regents said earlier this 
month that they could freeze uni- 
versity tuition rates for the 2009- 
10 academic year if legislators 
backed off further spending cuts 
and included stimulus funds in 
the budget. But Robinson said the 
Regents will have to review the 
budget in detail before deciding 
whether it's sufficient to allow a 
tuition freeze.

Buffett greets members of finance group in Omaha

In the Cloud Room on the 15th floor 
of an office building in Omaha, Neb., 
members of the Student Finance Associ- 
ation took part in a two-hour question- 
and-answer session with Warren Buffett 
last Saturday. 

Buffett is the chief executive officer 
of Berkshire Hathaway and was named 
by Forbes Magazine as the richest per- 
son in the world in early 2008, but was 



moved to No. 2 in 2009 after losing $25 
billion last year. 

During the question and answer ses- 
sion, Laura Liston, president of SFA and 
senior in finance and accounting, said 
Buffett answered very specific finance 
questions as well as general questions 
about life lessons, imparting his wisdom 
on the future field-of-finance students. 

Greg Foote, bond funds chairman of 
SFA and senior in agricultural econom- 
ics, said communication was one of the 
most important issues Buffett discussed. 



"He told all of us we are great stu- 
dents and have learned all this informa- 
tion ... [but you] have to communicate 
what you think to other individuals," he 
said. 

Matt Hewitt, vice president of spe- 
cial events for SFA and senior in finance 
and accounting, described Bufett as fun- 
ny, witty and down-to-earth and said the 
funniest comment Buffett made was that 
"strategic planning is a waste of time." He

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CIA recruiter visits campus in search of intern applicants

CIA agents are often seen as television 
characters who whisper confidential info 
into their headsets as they slip papers into 
drawers labeled "top secret." On Monday 
CIA employees ditched the agency to hold a 
CIA information session in the K-State Stu- 
dent Union. More than 40 students showed 
up to see if they have what it takes to work 
for the CIA. 

"I like that it's public service-type work, 
along the lines of law enforcement, but this 
seems more interesting to me," said Aaron 
Cairo, graduate student in international busi- 



ness. "It has to do with international affairs, 
and I've been around the world a couple of 
times, so all that sort of thing really interests 
me." 

CIA employees started the session by ex- 
plaining the four branches of the CIA - Di- 
rector of Science and Technology, creating 
new gadgets; Director of Support, maintain- 
ing facilities; Director of Operations, sleuth- 
ing internationally; and Director of Intelli- 
gence, analyzing data. The speakers came to 
K-State to recruit interns for the Director of 
Intelligence. 

Though the Director of Operations is the 
CIA branch most people think of when they 
think of the organization - overseas spies 



and masked snipers - the recruiters said the 
Director of Intelligence is also interesting. 

"We deal with challenges to anticipate 
problems and protect national security; it's a 
really cool job," said Jillian, recruiter and po- 
litical analyst for the CIA, who for security 
reasons, could not provide her last name. "If 
you like researching and writing papers and 
really delving into a subject, then this might 
be a job you would want to do." 

Megan Dwyer, senior in history and psy- 
chology, said she hopes to make the cut and 
land an internship. 

"It's interesting, the wide gamut of work 
that they do," Dwyer said. "All of the issues 
and topics they deal with on a daily basis - 



it would never be a dull day, working for the 
agency." 

Most Intelligence workers spend their 
days collecting, analyzing and synthesizing 
information, Jillian said. 

"We try to give policymakers the deep- 
est, most granular view on any subject so that 
they can make the best decision," she said. 

The CIA recruiters will follow Monday's 
session with on-campus interviews today in 
Holtz Hall. Applicants who pass the inter- 
view process must successfully complete a 
thorough medical and psychological exam, a 
polygraph interview and an extensive back- 
ground check.

Processed meals over real food' not right choice

The next time you sit down for a meal, 
take a moment to think about where the 
food on your plate came from. Chances are, 
if you are anything like most college stu- 
dents, you're eating something prepack- 
aged that is quick and easy to eat on the go. 
From frozen foods to snack bars, what we 
decide to consume largely revolves around 
overall convenience rather than our health. 
Yet most of us fail to realize that healthy 
eating doesn't just affect our bodies, but the 
health of our community and the natural 
world around us. 

The Real Food Challenge network of 
students campaign for food issues on col- 
lege campuses that affect the larger food 
system. The campaign's Web site lays out 
the food problem clearly: "Our food sys- 
tem is broken. From food riots abroad to 
increasing rates of diabetes and obesity at 
home, from the carbon emitted by agri- 



culture to the human rights abuses in the 
fields, it's clear our food system is in need 
of major change." 

How do we even begin to tackle such 
daunting issues when we barely have the 
time or money to grocery shop? This time 
pressure, however, is not an excuse to look 
past our role as consumers. If our every- 
day purchases have an effect on the market 
and economy, our everyday consumption 
of food has an enormous effect on the food 
system by which we are supported. 

According to the RFC, colleges and 
universities spend more than $4 billion on 
food each year. From the time we are fresh- 
men until the time we are seniors we are 
part of the higher education food system, 
and more than $16 billion will be spent 
on food throughout the nation's colleges 
and universities. RFC's goal is to redirect 
20 percent of all food purchased by these 
schools in one year to purchase "real food." 
RFC outlines the concept of "real food" 
as follows: "Whether you are working on 
farmworkers' rights, advocating for more 
fair trade products, going organic or form- 
ing relationships with local farmers, we all 
care about one thing: a just and sustainable 
food system." 

The RFC has found that more than 
300 higher education institutions have col- 
lege farms, fair trade initiatives, or farm-to- 
cafeteria programs. If these programs work 
the way they should and continue to spread 
across the country, universities will have a 



tremendous effect on the larger food system 
by virtue of their collective purchasing pow- 
er. 

Luckily, K-State is among those 300 
institutions with programs to address 
food issues. The Willow Lake Farm in the 
Department of Horticulture, along with the 
student group Harvesters of Environmental 
Sustainability, provide the community with 
healthy produce and educate individuals 
and groups about growing sustainable food. 
The student-run farm, only in its second 
year, has been working with Housing and 
Dining Services to not only compost its 
own food but to help provide some fresh 
produce to our residence halls. But K-State 
still has a long way to go. More of the food 
in our dining centers can and should be 
produced and purchased locally. 

As students, we have the opportunity 
to express the fact that this is something we 
care about. If students choose not to make 
real food an issue on campus, then noth- 
ing will be done about it. We cannot ex- 
pect changes without letting the universi- 
ty know what changes we want. And as for 
your personal habits, be sure to think twice 
about what you are eating in your next 
meal. The effects of your choices go far be- 
yond convenience and calories.

GOP leader not likely to surface soon

As a left-leaning person, I'm fas- 
cinated with the right. I ask myself: 
Why conservatism? Why was it ever 
successful? Where will it go now? 

Though I was only 9 in 1994, 
even I recall the birth of the so- 
called "Contract with America," the 
GOP's post-Reagan hostile takeover 
of the legislative branch that was 
engineered by Newt Gingrich and 
proved itself a genuine Zeitgeist. So- 
cialism had officially become the po- 
litical and economic albatross of the 
20th century, domestic crime was at 
an all-time low, and Wall Street was 
abuzz about a 36,000-point Dow 
Jones industrial average and the pos- 
sibility of a federal surplus. 

America's moderates, those with 
a gradual inclination toward social 
permissiveness, a commitment to 



foreign humanitarianism and a gen- 
eral trust in laissez-faire capitalism, 
were alleging to take a "pragmatic" 
rather than "ideological" approach, 
and there was no talk of unemploy- 
ment and no worry of depression. 
It seemed we had finally found the 
Grand Unified Theory of politics; 
Francis Fukuyama wrote famously 
about "the end of history," declaring 
we had reached the singularity, and 
we pledged allegiance. 

But with Sept. 1 1 came end- 
less incursions into Afghanistan and 
Iraq, Hurricane Katrina, the unrav- 
eling of the financial system and the 
center-left starting to get its way in 
the national elections. Elements of 
its agenda - like the globalization 
of our health care system, expand- 
ed support for public education and 
more comprehensive regulation of 
our economy - are inevitable in this 
climate, despite fervent objection 
from the right. In 2010 and 2012, is 
the GOP going to regain its proud 
majority and reassert its existence, or 
is it going to sink deeper into politi- 
cal debt? They must adopt a torch- 
bearer who is more lucid than Rush 
Limbaugh. But who? 

The only person really getting 
serious consideration in conservative 
circles is Louisiana Gov. Bobby Jin- 
dal. On paper, it's not difficult to see 



why; he's young, smart, ethnically 
distinct, memorable, relatively well- 
spoken and a proven bureaucrat. 
Unfortunately, he insists on describ- 
ing creationism as good science and 
takes a dogmatic, draconian stance 
on abortion - positions that ensure 
he receives little-to-no support from 
the center. His abysmal rebuttal to 
the State of the Union Address was 
aimless seemed only to prove he was 
not the kind of transformative politi- 
cal figure the GOP insists he is. 

Everyone else recedes into the 
background for one or more rea- 
sons. Minnesota Gov. Tim Pawlenty 
is somewhat popular in his state, but 
has little national recognition. Mike 
Huckabee is well-known and terrif- 
ically charming but wants to abolish 
income tax and change the United 
States into a theocracy. Mitt Romney 
also has a strong national presence 
but has waffled on key issues in the 
past. John McCain declined to en- 
dorse any of them, saying he wished 
to wait for the situation to develop. 

Hopefully he doesn't wait too 
long.

Manhattan bars, restaurants feature live jazz performances

The search for freedom and individu- 
ality is common on most college campuses, 
and K-State is no different. 

One way many students are fulfilling 
that desire is by embracing jazz music. 

Wayne Goins, associate professor, di- 
rector of jazz and conductor of three big 
bands at K-State, described jazz as "the only 
kind of music with the freedom to impro- 
vise. 

"Musicians can take the three basic el- 
ements of the music - rhythm, harmony 
and melody - and manipulate them to serve 
their personality," he said. 

Goins said that the freedom mixed with 
basic structure is probably one of the main 
reasons college-aged people are drawn to 
jazz music. 

Jazz is one of the few types of music 
that spans almost every genre within its 
own genre. 

Whether bebop, swing, fusion (jazz 
mixed with rock), contemporary or hip hop, 
jazz offers something for everyone. Sever- 
al Manhattan restaurants have realized this 
and decided to offer jazz performances with 
their normal menus of food and beverages. 

At Delia Voce, the Wayne Goins Trio 
performs from 4 to 10 p.m. on Sundays. 

Chris Shanklin, executive chef at the 
restaurant, said pairing jazz music with the 
usual Sunday evening crowd produces a 
more eclectic vibe than usual. 

"The jazz music draws the mellower, 
relaxed, drink-a-glass-of-wine-type crowd," 
Shanklin said. 

At Auntie Mae's Parlor, free jazz Fri- 
days have been a long-standing tradition for 




the past 17 years. 

On the last Friday of each month, the 
bar, along with cosponsor Tallgrass Brewing 
Co., features a jazz band from 8 to 10 p.m. 

The Kelly McCarty trio currently plays 
at the bar, and owner Jeff Denny agreed 
with Shanklin's summary of the type of 
crowd the event draws. 

"We get a more subdued crowd," Den- 
ny said. "A lot of times Friday nights can get 
a little crazy, but for jazz night, we get a lot 
of the people who just want to have a calm 
drink after dinner." 

Jazz is not limited, however, to the 
calm, after-dinner music that most people 
associate with it, and Goins was quick to

point that out. 

"Jazz is the only truly American art 
form," Goins said, "and because it is purely 
American, it represents the widest and most 
eclectic range of music found within one 



Proper footwear can improve safety, performance

To have the most effective workout possi- 
ble, it's important to treat your feet well. Prop- 
er shoes and support are essential to injury 
prevention and optimal performance. 

Shoes are extremely important, but they 
can also be expensive. Many people just stick 
with the same pair of tennis shoes for years 
simply because they haven't fallen apart yet. 
While shoes are pricey, and it is often hard to 
part with your favorite pair, it's important to 
buy new shoes regularly. 

A general rule is to replace shoes every 
six months, or every 300-500 miles. The exact 
amount of time and miles depends on a per- 
son's weight, running style and frequency of 
activity. If you begin to notice significant shin 
or knee pain, it might be time to replace your 
shoes. Don't just buy shoes based on style, 
though; make sure to buy shoes that are ap- 
propriate for your feet and running style. 

Knowing your feet is a good way to deter- 
mine what kind of shoes to buy. You should 
know if you're an overpronator, oversupinator 
or if you have neutral feet. Overpronators tend 
to have flat arches and flexible feet and their 
ankles roll in when they walk. Oversupinators 
have high arches, which are rigid and hinder 
some of the necessary flexibility of feet. Their 



ankles appear to roll outward when they step. 
Those with neutral feet have a natural arch 
and a straight ankle when walking. 

If you are an overpronator, you should 
look into shoes that provide sufficient arch 
support and motion control. There are also or- 
thopedic insoles that can help to correct this 
problem. 

Oversupinators should consider buy- 
ing athletic shoes with a lot of cushioning to 
counteract their rigid feet. 

A number of athletic shoe specialists can 
give you information on whether you over- 
pronate, oversupinate or have neutral feet and 
can advise you on how to pick the proper fit 
for your specific gait. 

However, if you'd like to see for yourself, 
you can try this simple test at home. 

Wet one hand towel and wring out ex- 
tra water. It should be wet, but not dripping. 



Place it on the ground and cover it with a dry 
towel. Step onto the towel with one foot (try 
to make it as normal and natural as possible). 
Step off of the towel; you should see an im- 
print of your foot. 

If the ball of the foot and the heel are 
connected with a slim line, your foot is neu- 
tral. If the water shows a separation between 
the ball of the foot and the heel, you are an 
oversupinator. 

If you can see your entire foot, with no in- 
dentation where your arch should be, you are 
an overpronator. 

Knowing these things can help you to 
take good care of your feet and joints, result- 
ing in less pain and a more enjoyable workout.

K-STATE'S MORRIS 
2 WINS AWAY FROM 
SCHOOL RECORD 

Following a com- 
plete game against No. 
8 Baylor on Friday, In- 
state junior starting 
pitcher A.J. Morris has 
been named Phillips 66 
Big 12 Co-Pitcher of the 
Week, the conference 
office announced Mon- 
day. 

Morris shared the 
honor with Texas A&M 
relief pitcher Nick 
Fleece. 

The distinction is 
the first in Morris' ca- 
reer and the first confer- 
ence honor by a Wildcat 
this season. Last season, 
K-State had two Big 12 
Pitchers of the Week as 
current starting pitch- 
er Lance Hoge was hon- 
ored on March 31, while 
former right-hander 
Brad Hutt earned the 
distinction on April 28. 

Morris picked up 
his seventh win in as 
many tries on Friday 
night at Baylor, lead- 
ing the Cats to their 
first win in Waco, Texas, 
since 1966, breaking an 
18-game losing streak at 
Baylor since the begin- 
ning of Big 12 play. The 
junior struck out 10 bat- 
ters, making it the sec- 
ond straight week he col- 
lected at least 10 strike- 
outs after a 12-strikeout 
performance last week 
against Oklahoma. 

Morris, who led the 
Big 12 in ERA, entered 
the weekend at 0.48 and 
kept the league lead as 
he lowered his ERA to 
0.39. Morris conclud- 
ed the weekend tied for 
first in wins (7), second 
in opponent batting av- 
erage (.163) and innings 
pitched (46.1), while he 
was fifth in strikeouts 
(49). 

With the victo- 
ry, the Humble, Texas, 
native is now tied for 
eighth in school history 
for wins in a season, just 
two victories away from 
tying the school record. 
It was also Morris' 15th 
career win, tying him for 
seventh in K-State histo- 
ry.

GRIFFIN SELECTED 
UNINANIMOUSLY 
FOR AP TEAM 

Blake Griffin and 
Tyler Hansbrough spent 
a lot of time together on 
the court last weekend 
and were back together 
Monday as the top vote- 
getters on The Associ- 
ated Press' All-America 
team. 

Griffin, sophomore 
forward from Oklaho- 
ma who led the nation 
in rebounding, was the 
only unanimous selec- 
tion for the team. Han- 
sbrough, the consensus 
player of the year last 
season as a junior, re- 
peated as a first-team- 
er the day after his Tar 
Heels beat the Sooners 
72-60 to advance to the 
Final Four. 

Joining them on the 
team were players from 
schools with little All- 
America history, soph- 
omores Dejuan Blair of 
Pittsburgh, James Hard- 
en of Arizona State and 
junior Stephen Curry of 
Davidson. 

Griffin, who aver- 
aged 21 points and 14.3 
rebounds while shoot- 
ing 63.5 percent from 
the field, became col- 
lege basketball's image 
for toughness when he 
returned from a concus- 
sion only to dive head- 
long onto the scorer's 
table. 

He received 71 
first-team votes and 335 
points from the same na- 
tional media panel that 
selects the weekly Top 
25. Balloting was done 
before the NCAA tour- 
nament.

Throughout the college basketball 
season, fans got to see a great basketball 
game almost every time the Cats took 
the floor in Bramlage Coliseum. 

Fans not only got the chance to see 
head coach Frank Martin, but hear him 
from the sideline too.

Wildcats to take on Creighton on Wednesday

On the heels of what could be argued as 
the program's best performance in Waco, Tex- 
as, against the Baylor Bears this past weekend, 
the K-State baseball team will travel to Oma- 
ha, Neb., for a rematch against Creighton on 
Wednesday. 

First pitch for the nonconference game is 
scheduled for 6 p.m. at Rosenblatt Stadium. 

The game will be a welcomed pause from 
Big 12 Conference play for head coach Brad 
Hill's team. 

After completing two weekend series to 
open conference play, the team is 2-4 in the 
Big 12, yet those opening series included No. 
12 ranked Oklahoma and No. 8 ranked Bay- 
lor. 



Hill could not have asked for a better per- 
formance from his team in the previous match 
against Creighton. The Wildcats' offense ex- 
ploded for 12 runs on 16 hits. 

First baseman Justin Bloxom led the Cats, 
going three for four with three RBI's and one 
home run. 

Meanwhile, starting pitcher A.J. Morris 
picked up the win, his third of the season, by 
going six innings and allowing two hits and no 
earned runs. 

With the exceptional performance both of- 
fensively and on the mound, K-State cruised to 
a 12-1 rout of the Bluejays in the home open- 
er for the Cats on March 3. 

Creighton is coming off a three-game 
sweep of fellow Missouri Valley conference 
opponent Southern Illinois. The Bluejays have 
won five of their previous seven games. 



The Wildcats projected starting pitcher for 
the nonconference game will be junior right- 
hander Ryan Daniel. Daniel will enter the 
game with a 1-0 record and 2.97 ERA. He has 
started six games this season. 

His most recent start came in the Wild- 
cats' come-from-behind 4-3 victory at home 
against Northwestern on March 24. Daniel 
pitched almost five innings, striking out three. 
Two errors behind him in the field put North- 
western up 3-0 before he left the game. 

Despite the solid performance, the Wild- 
cat offense didn't come alive until after he left 
the game, preserving the close win. 

He will need to replicate the strong per- 
formance Wednesday evening in Omaha as the 
Wildcats will try and end their two-game los- 
ing skid before returning to Big 12 play next 
weekend at Nebraska.

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City 
to hold 

work 
session

A proposal for a man- 
datory rental inspection 
policy for Manhattan is 
scheduled to be reviewed 
by the City Commission at 
5 p.m. today during a work 
session at City Hall. The 
work session will be pre- 
ceded by a special meeting 
to either approve or disap- 
prove an engineering agree- 
ment between the city and 
HWS Consulting Group to 
improve the intersection 
of McCall Road and U.S. 
Highway 24. 

The Rental Inspec- 
tions Advisory Committee 
will present an outline of a 
draft ordinance to require 
the mandatory inspection 
of rental properties in three 
year cycles. A third of the 
properties will be inspected 
in year one, a third in year 
two and so on. 

According to Tuesday's 
agenda, the draft ordinance 
would require landlords 
to pay an annual $20 per- 
mit fee per rental unit. The 
money would cover operat- 
ing costs. 

Students are encour- 
aged to attend the meeting 
to share anecdotes or opin- 
ions with the commission- 
ers. 

If the commission ap- 
proves the engineering 
agreement at the special 
meeting, the intersection 
would be adjusted to meet 
at a 90-degree angle and 
two turning lanes on Mc- 
Call Road and a new traffic 
light would be added. 

The Kansas Depart- 
ment of Transportation has 
allocated $1 million of the 
$1.4 million needed to com- 
plete the project. Pottawat- 
omie County has agreed to 
allocate $50,000. According 
to the agenda, more funding 
from the county is expected 
by city administrators. 

The special meeting 
and work session will be 
broadcast live on local ca- 
ble channel eight at 5 p.m. 
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High school girls to shadow students in 
science, engineering to gain experience

High school girls from across Kansas are 
expected to participate in Shadow Day, which 
takes place today. 

The event is hosted by the Exploring Sci- 
ence, Technology and Engineering, or EX- 
CITE!, a program which is intended to support 
girls who are interested in futures as scientists 
and engineers. 

"The purpose of Shadow Day is to get high 
school girls on campus to experience a day in 
the life of a female science or engineering stu- 
dent," said Susan Arnold Christian, coordinator 
of the Women in Engineering and Science Pro- 
gram. 

During Shadow Day, high school girls in 
their sophomore, junior or senior years are 
paired with undergraduate female students 
who are studying science or engineering. The 



students work as mentors for the day and take 
the high school girls to class with them, giving 
high school students the chance to see how in- 
teractions between students and faculty work 
at the college level. 

"It gives them a chance to really compare 
high school to college and see what college life 
is really about," said Kimya Cartledge, senior in 
mechanical engineering who has been involved 
with the EXCITE! program since 2007. 

Christian said the program gets students to 
start thinking about life as a college student and 
how it will be different from high school. 

"It also shows that the K-State campus is 
comfortable and welcoming," she said. 

Providing a comfortable environment is an 
important part of Shadow Day, Christian said. 
The one-on-one nature of the program is pro- 
vided so high school girls can ask questions of 
college-aged women without the added pres- 
sure of parents or teachers. 



Other events sponsored by the EXCITE! 
program include a week-long summer program 
that gives female high school students a chance 
to participate in hands-on workshops in sci- 
ence, engineering, math and technology. 

EXCITE! was created seven years ago and 
is a year-round program, which allows mem- 
bers of the program to stay in touch throughout 
the year with girls who participate in the sum- 
mer workshop. 

Though she did not participate in EXCITE! 
as a high schooler, Cartledge said she thinks 
the program has an important impact on high 
school girls. 

"If I were to have come here and seen 
what was actually going on at K-State, I think 
I would have been more excited about coming 
here," Cartledge said.

According to her company's 
website, Parker has been provid- 
ing a national voice of reason on 
issues of race and poverty in the 
media, inner city neighborhoods 
and public policy. 

Before becoming a politi- 
cal activist, Parker was a sin- 
gle mother supported by welfare. 
Parker admitted to having had 
four abortions prior to her con- 
version and subsequent educa- 
tion. 

After earning her bachelor's 
degree in marketing, she began a 
Christian magazine, which was

destroyed dur- 
ing the 1992 Los 
Angeles riots. 

Parker is 
the founder of 
the Coalition on 
Urban Renewal 
and Education 
and a syndicat- 
ed columnist for 
Scripps Howard 
News Service. 

She has written three books: 
"Pimps, Whores, and Welfare 
Brats," "Uncle Sam's Plantation" 
and "White Ghetto." Parker reg- 
ularly appears on FOX News, 
MSNBC and CNN. She has ap- 
peared and debated with Jesse 
Jackson, Larry King and Oprah 
Winfrey. 

Her work often focuses on 
American society and its devel- 
opment as a result of public pol- 



icy. Parker writes about empow- 
ering the poor, and she advocates 
a reduction in the use of govern- 
mental programs for poor fami- 
lies. 

She also supports the belief 
that self-initiative is the most ef- 
fective means of combating pov- 
erty. 

The lecture Parker will pres- 
ent is entitled "The Government's 
Effect on American Society." It 
will focus on the effects that gov- 
ernment policy has had on the 
formation of American culture 
and the development of society, 
including issues on diversity. 

Sponsored by the K-State 
College Republicans, Parker's 
lecture will provide discussion 
points for all students, regardless 
of political affiliation or current 
political leaning. 

Doug Shane, president of 



the K-State College Republicans, 
said, "Parker will provide a view- 
point and opinion probably not 
often heard by students." 

Shane, sophomore in animal 
sciences and industry, said that 
exposure to viewpoints contrary 
to a student's present beliefs is an 
important part of education. 

The lecture is free and open 
to all students. 

According to Shane, Park- 
er will avoid claiming that cer- 
tain policies caused other soci- 
etal events to occur, parting com- 
pany with many political speak- 
ers. 

Shane said, "She won't so 
much claim that when X hap- 
pens, it results in Y happening, 
but rather, when X happens, we 
often see Y happen. She will pro- 
vide historical instances of soci- 
etal trends."

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SOUTH KOREA OPPOSES REACTION 
TO NORTH KOREAN LAUNCH 

SEOUL, South Korea - President 
Lee Myung-bak said South Korea oppos- 
es any military response to North Korea's 
planned launch of a rocket, while Wash- 
ington's defense chief said the U.S. won't 
try to shoot it down. 

The remarks by Lee and U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates appear to reflect 
concerns that any tough reaction could 
send tensions spiking out of control at a 
time when the communist regime is warn- 
ing that even U.N. sanctions would prompt 
it to quit nuclear disarmament talks. 

North Korea says it will launch a com- 
munications satellite into orbit between 
April 4 and 8 as part of its space develop- 
ment program. Regional powers, however, 
suspect the North is using the launch to 
test long-range missile technology. 

South Korea, the U.S. and Japan have 
warned the North that if it goes ahead 
with the launch it could face internation- 
al sanctions under a 2006 U.N. Security 
Council resolution prohibiting ballistic ac- 
tivity by Pyongyang. 



12 DIE IN BLOODY SIEGE AT 
PAKISTAN POLICE ACADEMY 

LAHORE, Pakistan - Black-clad 
Pakistani commandos overpowered a 
group of militants who had seized a po- 
lice academy, took cadets hostage and 
killed at least six of them Monday in a 
dramatic challenge to the civilian gov- 
ernment that faces U.S. pressure to de- 
feat Islamic extremists. 

The security forces stormed the 
compound on the outskirts of Lahore 
to end the eight-hour siege by the gre- 
nade-throwing gunmen, with three mili- 
tants blowing themselves up and author- 
ities arresting four, officials said. At least 
three other unidentified bodies were re- 
covered. 

Pakistan's top civilian security offi- 
cial said militant groups were "destabi- 
lizing the country," suggesting the plot 
may have originated with Pakistani Tali- 
ban leader Baitullah Mehsud. 

Meanwhile, a Taliban member claim- 
ing to speak on behalf of a shadowy lit- 
tle-known group called the Fedayeen al- 
Islam said it was behind the attack. 



OBAMA PUTS GM, CHRYSLER 
ON SHORT LEASH 

WASHINGTON - President Barack 
Obama asserted unprecedented govern- 
ment control over the auto industry Mon- 
day, bluntly rejecting turnaround plans by 
General Motors Corp. and Chrysler LLC, 
demanding fresh concessions for long-term 
federal aid and raising the possibility of 
quick bankruptcy for either ailing auto gi- 
ant. 

Obama took the extraordinary step 
of announcing the government will back 
new car warranties issued by both GM and 
Chrysler, an attempt to reassure consumers 
their U.S. -made purchases will be protect- 
ed even if the companies don't survive. 

"I am absolutely committed to work- 
ing with Congress and the auto compa- 
nies to meet one goal: The United States of 
America will lead the world in building the 
next generation of clean cars," Obama said 
in his first extended remarks on the indus- 
try since taking office nearly 10 weeks ago. 
And yet, he added, "our auto industry is not 
moving in the right direction fast enough to 
succeed." 



GOODWILL RUNS AS DEEP 
AS THE RED RIVER IN FARGO 

FARGO, N.D. - One family offered 
their home to anyone left homeless by 
flooding, even sharing their security en- 
try code. When another couple lost their 
house, total strangers showed up at their 
hotel with chicken dinners, brownies and 
quilts. 

In the neighborly spirit synonymous 
with North Dakota, some people have 
given out their phone numbers on radio 
talk shows, offering shelter to any listen- 
ers in need. The generosity is so common 
that even as thousands of people are driv- 
en out of their homes by the overflowing 
Red River, most storm shelters are virtu- 
ally empty. 

On Monday, weary residents were 
grateful to see the Red River retreating af- 
ter its steady, threatening climb last week. 
But they faced a new threat: an approach- 
ing snowstorm expected to kick up wind- 
whipped waves that could threaten the 
sandbag levees. The storm was expected 
to arrive Monday afternoon and persist 
through Tuesday evening.

was kicking." 

While in progress, Kyle said 
Stebelton allegedly grabbed the 
officer to prevent Trefonas' arrest 
and then struck the MP. 

"Multiple officers arrived, and 
she continued to try to strike at 
them as well," Kyle said. 

The third arrest involved 
Seth Clark, of Fort Riley, who was 
charged with obstruction of justice 
after allegedly stepping between of- 
ficers and friends multiple times. 

Kyle said Clark became phys- 
ically combative with the MP, but 
this was filed separately on Fort Ri- 
ley. He was released by RCPD on a 
$1,000 bond. 

Trefonas, charged with bat- 
tery against a law enforcement of- 
ficer, obstruction of the legal pro- 
cess, disorderly conduct and crim- 
inal use of a weapon, was released 
on a $3,500 bond. 

Stebelton was released on a 
$3,000 bond for battery, battery 
against a law enforcement officer, 
obstruction of the legal process 
and disorderly conduct.

BUDGET I Sebelius tries 



to improve higher education

Robinson said 
the Regents and other 
higher education offi- 
cials are pleased with 
how the negotiations 
turned out, but, "It's 
not a hold-harmless 
position for us." 

"It protected us 
from cuts beyond the 
difficult cuts that we 
were preparing to 
make," Robinson said. 
"It's going to be a chal- 
lenge." 

But Gov. Kath- 
leen Sebelius and lead- 
ers of the Republican- 
controlled Legislature 
clearly hope the pro- 
posed budget will lead 
to a tuition freeze. 

"That will make it 
easier for Kansas kids 
to go to college," Sebe- 
lius said in her most 
recent news confer- 
ence. "In this day and 
age, that's critical to 
our future." 

When the cur- 
rent budget took effect 
in July 2008, the Re- 
gents expected high- 
er education to receive 
$858 million in gener- 
al state revenues. But 
the economy soured, 
and Sebelius told state 
government to prepare 
for cuts. 

When the current 
budget was revised, 
higher education was 
left with $808 million, 
a reduction of nearly 6 
percent. 

The House and 
Senate then approved 
deeper reductions for 
fiscal 2010. Senators 
were proposing the 
deepest cuts, nearly 7 
percent more from the 
revised 2009 budget. 

Then budget nego- 
tiators concluded the 



state couldn't make 
such deep cuts in high- 
er education and only 
a modest cut in state 
aid to public schools 
and still satisfy the re- 
quirements of the re- 
cently enacted federal 
stimulus law. 

The negotiators 
packed nearly $10 mil- 
lion of stimulus funds 
back into the current 
higher education bud- 
get and $40 million 
worth in fiscal 2010. 

The result is a 
good-looking budget 
for a tough year: The 
total of state and stim- 
ulus funds rises from 
$818 million under the 
current budget to $828 
million in fiscal 2010. 

"Higher educa- 
tion really did very 
well, compared to 
what they had expect- 
ed out of this budget," 
said Sen. John Vratil, a 
Leawood Republican. 
"They probably came 
out better than any- 
body." 

But Robinson 
noted that legislators 
are earmarking all of 
the stimulus funds for 
building maintenance 
projects, and the Re- 
gents had hoped for 
more flexibility. Also, 
he noted, there's no 
promise of addition- 
al stimulus funds after 
fiscal 2011. 

He also said the 
proposed 2010 budget 
tells state agencies to 
give employees an av- 
erage 1 percent pay in- 
crease and longevity 
bonuses, without pro- 
viding additional dol- 
lars to cover the cost. 

"It also takes away 
some flexibility," Rob- 
inson said. "It's going 
to be a challenge."

bers, and three special questions are on the bal- 
lot for Manhattan residents in the election. 

Eight candidates are running for three city 
commission spots, while three candidates are 
running for the school board. 

The first special question on the ballot asks 
for a 0.10-percent sales tax increase to cover 
the costs of reconstructing a new city pool in 
City Park that would cost $8.4 million. 

The second question also asks for a 0.10 
percent sales tax increase to reconstruct swim- 
ming pools in Northview Park and CiCo Park. 
The two projects would cost an estimated $6.5 
million. 

The third question asks for a 0.05 percent 
sales tax increase to pay for the cost of design- 
ing and constructing a facility at Sunset Zoo- 
logical Park that would include a ticket booth, 
zoo entrance, restrooms, educational class- 
room, public meeting spaces and educational 
animal holding and display facilities. The esti- 
mated cost would be $4.4 million. 

If all of the special questions are approved, 
the city sales tax would increase from 7.3 to 7.55 
percent and would change on Oct. 1.

strategic.
